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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Claims 2-14 and 16-26 are pending in the application. The Examiner has rejected Claims 
1-4, 10-15, and 21-26. The Examiner has objected to Claims 5-9 and 16-20. 
Claim Rejections - U.S.C. §103 

Applicants have cancelled Claims 1 and 15 without prejudice, rendering moot the 
Examiner's 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) rejection thereof. Further, Applicants have amended Claims 2-4, 
10-14, and 21-25 to depend from one of Claims 5 and 17, which the Examiner has indicated to 
be allowable. Applicants make these amendments without prejudice and explicitly reserve the 
right to pursue one or more continuing applications taking up the subject matter of the cancelled 
and previously presented claims. 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter in Claims 5-9 
and 16-20. Applicants have rewritten Claims 5-9 and 16-20 in independent form to place these 
claims in condition for allowance. All of the remaining pending claims depend from one of 
Claims 5 and 17. 

It is believed that the above represents a complete response to the Official Action and 
reconsideration is requested. Specifically, Applicants respectfully submit that the current 
application is in condition for allowance and such action is earnestly solicited.
